But if the U.S. exerted 
such pressure and the Israelis gave 
back some of the territory they oc- 
cupied, the Palestinians “will ask

GRLOMO Alva has for years been

“It is rare,” says the London 
art critic Maurice Collis in his 
introduction, “that an artist who 
successfully develops an abstract 
or formal style, much admired 
in London, Paris and New York, 
should turn back to an earlier 
traditional style as more conge- 
nial.” 

But then Alva never was an 
artist of the abstract in the com- 
monly accepted sense of that term. 
All art is an abstraction or a 
selection, the artist choosing from 
his subject the details which he 
finds significant or essential. Alva 
was less an abstractionist than an 
essentialist, who would reduce his 
subject always to its ultimate lines. 
Anyone who has seen his drawing 
of the Rialto Bridge in Venice will 
remember it as 4 one-line evocation 
which captures the characteristic 
angle of the original, and that 
means just about all of it. There 
4s something similar in his drawings 
of the Western Wall in Jerusalem 
(dope in the 1930s), where height, 
bulk and age are expressed in three 
or four sensitive strokes and the 


BOYS TOWN LAUNCHES NEW JUNIOR HIGH 
FOR UNDER-PRIVILEGED YOUTH 


The three ‘blue and white school 


buses crammed with excited 
children shatter the early morning 
quiet of Jerusalem’s Katamon 
section as the drivers rev up 
for the steep climb to Boys 
Town in the hilltop suburb of 
Bayit Vegan, The distance from 
one neighbourhood to the other is 
short — only 5 or 6 miles in 
all — but between them lies a 
most tangible chasm of economic 
and social differences which year 
after year grows deeper. 


In the early years of Israel's 
statehood, over one million men, 
women and children poured into 
the country from Morocco, Al- 
geria, Yemen, Iraq and other 
lands in Africa and Asia where 
for centuries Jews had existed 
largely as a depressed minority. 
Sheltered at first in tent cities 
and tin-hut camps, they were 
eventually given permanent hous- 
ing in hastily ‘built communities 
such as Katamon in Jerusalem. 
Now, a decade and a half later, 
Katamon is an amorphous area 
spilling over with thousands of 
families who live in sub-standard 
conditions. 


Six months ago the Ministry of 
Hidueation through its Deputy 
Director Eliezer Shmueli 
urgentiy called upon Boys Town 
Jerusalem, a religious and tech- 
nical high school, to accept 124 
seventh graders from Katamon. 
Due to the Jow standards in local 
schools, many of Katamon’s 
pupils fall behind at an early 
age; truancy and apathy are 
widespread. Pupils in these 
schools averaged 60 as compared 
to 2 national average of 70 in the 
nation-wide Review Examina- 
tions. 

The challenge found an im- 
Mediate response in the hearts 
of Boys Town's President, New 
Yorker Ira Gullden, and its 
dynamic dean, Rabbi Alexander 
Linchner, and stirred their im- 
agination. “What Boys Town has 
been able to achieve in the past 
20 years in terms of social in- 
tegration and education, it can 
and must also do for the children 
of Katamon," Mr. Guilden sald. - 


To make integration work, Boys 
Town's educational and admini- 
strative staffs decided to discard 
time-worn conceptions end meth- 
ods and introduce an innovative 
and experimental programme. The 
sehool day has been extended to 
include 46 hours per week in- 
stead of the usual 36. An enrich- 
ed curriculum, featuring sports, 
field trips, hobbies, 
art appreciation and pre-voca- 
tional training, has ‘been in- 
stituted, 


Classes are kept small, parti- 
cularly in such difficult subjects 
as Maths, English and Hebrew. 
Some classes have as few as 6 


music and 


pupils — enabling teachers to 
Εἶνε each boy individual atten- 
tion and help. Special tutors are 
available to assist the children 
in acquiring good working habits, 
develop their intellectual abilities 
oa implement social integra- 
ion. 


At first the Katamon youngsters, 
aged 12 and 13, were so unruly 
that the bus drivers refused to 
transport them on their daily 
journey across town. Bayit Vegan 
neighbours complained of rowdy- 
ism. Even instructors almost 
threw their hands up in despera- 
tion at the impossible 
task of maintaining order among 
the newcomers. 


Rabbi Shmuel Horoviez, Chicago- 
educated principal of the Junior 
High School, attributes the 
change to the dedication of the 
faculty. The boys respontied to 
their teachers and counsellors in 
a natural human desire to return 
good for good. The Biblical and 
Talmudic precept of “Love Thy 
Neighbour” is translated into day- 
bylay relationships ‘between 
students, their teachers and their 
families. 

And it worked. 

A case in point: Yosef Etav, the 
boys" carpentry teacher, is a 
graduate of Boys Town. Raised 
on a meagre farm, the son of 
poor Persian immigrants, he saw 
in the Katamon children a 
throwback to his own chilihood 
days. Yosef lavished love on his 
charges; and as the weeks went 
by, the won their admiration and 
respect, Chaos and destructive- 
ness gave way to mutual heip 
and self-discipline. 


Five months later, Yosef invited 
Rabbi Linchner to distribute 
prizes to his class. First prize 
went to Ovadia, a Jad known for 
his past record of delinquency. 
“The most important thing 
we've all learned,” Rabbi Lin- 
chner said, “is to help one an- 
Other, to work together, to co- 
operate.” 


The Katamon Story ia the latest 
in the saga of this unique educa- 
tional institution launched in Je- 
rusalem in 1949. 


Starting with ten printing stu- 
dents, Boys Town has grown 
into a student body of 1,002. More 
than half of the students are 
taking vocational courses, in ad- 
dition to academic subjects, and 
specializing in one of four train- 
ing programmes of technology — 
electronics, fine mechanics, fur- 
aiture design and graphic arts. 


The student body includes 35 
varied communal bac! ds, 
Seventy-two per cent of the 
students come from Oriental 
families, most of them disad- 
vantaged. Pupils come from 97 
cities, towns and villages in Is- 
rael, and over 500 reside at the 
school’s dormitories. The Bayit 
Vegan ten-acre campus includes 
technical facilities, an academic 
building with classrooms, library, 
dining: hail, synagogue, a junior 
high ‘building, five residence 
balls, and athletic fields. The 
maintenance budget is $1 mil- 
lion, with all of the boys re- 
eelving scholarship aid. 


A development programme to cost 
upwards of 3 million dollars will 
double Boys Town's capacity to 
help more boys from Katamon 
and similar backgrounds, It calls 
for the construction of a 1,000- 
student residential complex, 
facilities for the Institute of 
Applied Engineering, a Computer 
centre, a gymnasium, swimming 
pool and programmed machine 
tool laboratories. The programme 
will be carried to completion 
within the next 3 years.

Throughout Alva’s so-called ab- 
stract period, starting somewhere 
-after his masterly “Mitzvah Tanz”

He had an extraordinary aspect 
of placidity, as if anger were he- 
yond him. He could enunciate fa- 
natical view to which he wag op- 
posed with ἃ atartling objectivity 
that was almost clinical. But to 
those who knew him well, beyond 
the wall of hia second reticence, 
it was evident that deep storms 
could aurge within him; and that 
he was auppressing them for sur 
comfort --- and at his own high 
expense. 

Self abnegation is counted a large 
virtue, but as 1 look back I gome- 
times regret his mastery of it. He 
Was always pouring himself, with 
utter devotion, for two decades, 
into gomeone who held a higher 
official reaponalbiiity. I often talked 
with him about whether and when 
he would stand apart, fully visible 
and specific in his own identity; 
for service is one thing and leader- 
ship another, and he was fully ca- 
pable of both. ᾧ 

It was then that he would ex- 
pose his full concern about a 
Strange ruthleasnesa that had inva- 
ded some sectors of our pubile life, 
And with the concern came a doubt 
whether he would wish to incur 
all the turbulence of an arena in 
which “the race is to the swift” — 
and not always to the stratght, the 
erudite and the wise. He had much 
inner strength, but was never free 
from an air of vulnerability. 

In big diplomatic method he was 
of course much concerned with the 
question of Israel's image. But his 
main concern was not whether he 
would appear in a way thot was 
convenient to others, The issue was 
how closely Israel would resemble 
its own better self. 

This completely civiized man 
must always be doing battle for 
the very idea of civilization, and 
he knew what Israel had given 
throughout ‘history to the birth ond 
growth of that idea

When he was nine, he received his 
first guitar and learned to play 
pretty much op his own, with only 
a few lessons in classical guitar. 
‘By 1962, he began pluying the gui- 
tar and singing in Greenwich Vil- 
lage coffee houses, where his “‘sa- 
lary" came from passing the het. 
Three years jater, his first album 
wag released and from then on hia 
vise was rapid. 

He has earned “Best Artist” and 
“Best Pop Singer” titles; he won 
second prize dt last year’s San Remo 
Festival; and his gong. “Windmills 
of Your Mind,” won the Oscar for 
the best song of the year, For Jose 
himself, however, the most satisfy- 
ing succeszes are those he has 
achieved with symphony orchestras. 

He once created a nation-wide 
scandal in the U.S. Asked to sing 
the national anthem at a World Se- 
rles_ baseball game, he gave a 
“soul” rendition of “Tbe Star- 
Spangled Banner” which was hatled 
Ym some circles and considered an 
unforgivable sin in others,

The desire for consistency in the 
Sentences handed down in impure 
food casea got two firms a bit off 
the hook in separate cases yester- 

ay. 
In the first case, the Haifa Dis- 
trist Court, sitting as an appeals 
court, considerably lessened a fine 
aguinst the Atlas Leverage com- 
Rany for mould in one of its scft 
drinks —- but only for the sake of 
Consistency, as the bench made 
Clear, Judges Slonim, Friedman and 
Fortuna had been hearing the firm's 
appeal against an L800 fine im- 
Posed by the Acre Magistrate's 
Court. 

The judges accepted tke firm's 
contention that *e's courts 
have generally been setting fines of 
1L,250-1L200 for this sort of offence. 
But in lowering the fice against 
Atlas to IL.250, they declared that 
Senerally, fines should be stiffer. 

In a Tel Aviv case involving for- 
eign bodies in bread, Magistrate 
Yosef Kirtony rejected a presecution 
demand for 2 heavy fine s#gainst 
Ramat Gan's Dror bakery.

On the other hand, thy Minister 
Wenied, in reply to a question by 
Mr. Touflk Toub{, New Communist, 
that Arab students were being dis- 
eriminated against when it came 
to dormitory space at Tel Aviv 
University, The Minister said that 
most rooms were set aside for for- 
eign students and that only 25 per 
tent were given to Israelis. 

Since applicants to the Univer- 
sity were not asked to state their 
nationality, he said, nobody knew 
how many Arab students were 
studying at the University, but 
estimates were in the region of 100, 
Eighteen of these received dwell- 
ings, he said. In all, only 150 Israel! 
Students resided in campus dormi- 
tories, he concluded, 


The Knesset Finance Committee, 
reviewing the State Comptroller's 
report on Israel Aircraft Industries 
-published Sunday, demanded yester- 
day that stringent conditions be set 
on the further manufacture of the 
Arava and Commodore jet civilian 
aircraft.

22,000 ROUTE MARCHERS

BEIT-EL. — Driving rain and 
hail a peaeentey caught more than 
20, marchers strung out 
through the hills of northern Ju- 
dea on the frst day of this year’s 

Three-Day March. 

Most marchers spent at least two 
hours moving through the dowz- 
pour 'n open country, pelted 
dy the hail and soaked by the rain 
They arrived back in the marchera’ 
encampment here to find that it 
had been turned into 2 quagmire in 
which it was diffiicuit to walk with- 
out slippirg. Many of the mar- 
chers were too exhausted when they 
erawled into their pup tents to 
change inte dry clothing, 

Some did not make it back ta 
camp until 5 pm., almost 12 hours 
after starting out. 

Not since 1964 has rain inter- 
fered with the Three-Day March, 
and veteran marchers do not re- 
member the weather ever turning 
so unkind during the event. 

There was light rain in the area 
yesterday evening but there will be 
no Chenge in the merch programme. 
Local rain is forecast for today. 

Alu’-Mishne Gershon Peled, the 
marek commander, said that only 25 
marchers had fallen out yesterday 
and that the rain had not seriously 
affected the march. However, by 
early afternoon, some marchers had 
begun leaving camp with 
gear, to spend the night under 
roofs. 


WELCOMED BY ARABS 
Apart from the weather, the most 
notable aspect of yesterday’s march, 
the fifth since the Siz Day War, 


was the warmth with which it was : 


received by the population of the 
Arab villages through which it pass- 
ed. In the previous three marches 
held in the West Bank, women and 
children frequently turned out to. 
watch, but few men appeared. Those 
who did, appeared impassive, if not 
hostile. 

Yesterday, however, the local resi- 
dents, including the menfolk, were 
out im force and responded to the 
colourful pageast. In some of the 


villages, none of the children seemed .. 
to be in school or any of the men = 


working, al! turning out instead to 
watch the merch-past. 


The men appeared relaxed, some- 
times laughing at the outlandish - 


costumes. In a large house in the 
village of Mazreat £-Sharkiya, 
women and children crowded an up- 
per balcony while on ἃ large hbal- 
cony below them ἃ line of elders 
sat sipping coffee and watching the 
parade with a judicial air as if 
weighing the performance of the 
various marching contingents. 


Villagers soid scft drinks and ice 
cream on the roadside. 

The weather was warm and plea- 
sant when 22,000 marchers — 3,000 
fewer than kad registered — set 
out from the Beit El encampment 
at 5:30. The 38-kiiometre route took 
them north to the fringe of Sama- 
ria and then beck south. 


EXPLANATORY SIGNS 


Signs along the roadside explained 
something of the villages and coun- 
tryside along the way and guides 
with loudspeakers were posted at 
several points to provide oral ex- 
plianations. The marchers passed the 
Christian Areb village of Ain Sin- 
ya, where the family of former Pre- 
mier Moshe Sharett had lived during 
1908-1910 and Jifna, believed to be 
the place to which the Temple 
priests fled during Titus’ siege of 
Jerusalem 1,900 years ago. 

A cooling breeze came up with 
the sun to make ideal marching 
weather, but it proved to he a 
harbinger of the rain which struck 
the column about 11 o'clock, Some
